PAT SULLIVAN 
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Mr. J. A. "Pat" Sullivan resigned from the 
presidency of the Canadian Seamen's Union on 
Saturday in a bla2e of newspaper headlines and 
startling (?) exposures of communist infiltration 
of trade unions in Canada. We wonder at the 
furor, and wondering, recall other "conversions". 
Too often, the convert turned out to be a back- 
slider, and the whole affair nothing more than a 

political manoeuvre,' 

So until Mr. Sullivan returns from hiding and 
offers more convincing proof of his conversion, 
we will reserve judgment. There has been a pat- 
tern to these matters in recent years which sug- 
gests that it is not at all unlikely that Mr. Sulli- 
van may appear again on a different stage but 

' renting the same lines. 

Consider the dramatic suddeness of the an- 
nouncement, the disappearance of Mr.. Sullivan 
and his fear of an "unavoidable accident", the dis- 
closures of communist infiltration into trade 
unionism. All these elements lend something- o( 
the drama which surrounded the first reports of 

the Russian spy-ring in Ottawa. But Mr. Sullivan 
ran hardly qualify as another Gouzenko. He cites 
the same awareness of what it means to be a 
Canadian as the cause of his conversion but 
where Gouzenko came from Russia, Mr. Sullivan 
by his own admission has been the active partici- 
pant in communist activities since 1937 after 
Tcsidence in Canada since 1922. 

And again, Gouzenko in his flight from com- 
munism brought evidence that has led to the con- 
viction of several involved in espionage activities 
against Canada, but there is nothing in Mr. Sulli- 
van's declarations that could be even called news. 
Tt has been generally acknowledged for some 
months that there was considerable communist 
activities among some trade unions. There is at 
present a struggle in progress to rid Canadian 
unions of that influence, a struggle led by union- 
ists. Mr. Sullivan's revelations carl scarcely add 
to knowledge on that score. His dramatic an- 
nouncement, however, does heighten an aware- 
ness 6f the existence of communists in trade 
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unions. 

"We sincerely hope that -Mr. Sullivan's conver- 
sion is all that he says it is. We congratulate him 
on H if it is so, belated as it is. But we repeat, 
there has been a pattern to these matters in the 
past, and nnfil Mr. Sullivan offers more convinc- 
ing evidence* we will continue to reserve judg- 
ment.

Its another, the advice might go unheeded, but 
Mr. .'Millard tt an influential person and his views 
are of importance to many. For that reason, too, 
they should not go unchallenged. Mr. Millard 
>-ayS'ilemoeraey needs organization. "We say that 
;f Canadians iollow Mr. Millard's advice there 
-.von't he any democracy. 

Mr. Millard says that the "big financial inter* 
-ttftti" control governments through their con- 
tributions to campaign funds. Such .a -condition 
is nothing hut dictatorship. Canadians. Mr. Mil* 
Jnrd says, must choose between democracy and 
'dictatorship; if 'the former, then their choice 

nn.-iiiis something only if they organize. 

We understand "ftfr. Millard to mcari -organiza- 
tion for political action, in Winnipeg earlier this 
year, he advised trade unions to act politically. 
JJe xepeatet the advice in Newmarket, adding for 
•good measure the \hope that -'farmers* organiza- 
tions would become "politica3ly conscious." He 
urged all Canadians, whatever their walk of life, 
to organic m that they might effectively match 
•their vocce against that of the "big interests" in 
•the halls of parliament. 

A* we understand Kir. Millard, it is his belief 
that organized .farmer** workirigmen, and trnam* 
bers of trades *nd professions could oppose the 
influence of the "big interests" by their massed 
votes. To be effective, 'however, «uch organiza- 
tions, in their bwyalning, would have to guaran- 
tee an unvmimity of votes from their membership. 
But what becomes of the right of each citizen to 
choose for himself at the polls in this circum- 
stance. There can he no individual choice when 
his vote is chosen for him by the organization of 
which he is a member. 

We cannot, imagine a mote pernicious system 
than that in which the choke of a candidate is 
made by a bargaining agency on behalf of the 
individual, Nor can we imagine a more deitruc- 
tive practice than that In which special interests 
bargain for the candidate's favor with the votes 
of their memberships. How simple it would he to 
play farmer against laborer and middle-class 
against them both. That would be the inevitable 
result of Mr. Millard's "organization." 

Mr. Millard might argue that the loss of in- 
dividual choice In the interests of the common 
good is worthwhile. It is in the same principle 
that protects the community welfare. But there 
are certain qualifications to even this principle. 
Freedom of choice in religion is one; freedom of 
choice at the polls Is another. Indirect dictator* 
ship by "big interests" which Mr, Millard charges 
to exist can be oppressive hut no less so than the 
dictatorship of the majority in realms where the 
individual's freedom of choice has long been un- 
questioned. 

There are abuses of the democratic system of 
which we are all aware. They developed because 
of nn apathetic citizenry. They can be checked. 
not by such cure-alls as organization, but toy the 
vigilance of individual Canadians. Effective 
democracy is possible only when those who share 
Us benefits are equally willing to share its duties. 
"Pie in the sky" offerings such as "organization" 
are no substitute for a responsible citizenry.

Effect If Ban Lifted 

The basis of our mixed farm* 
ing is the cow producing milk 
for butter fat purposes. The 
skimmed milk goes back to the 
luntl through feeding to hogs, 
calves, etc., and the productivity 
of the land is maintained. If, 
under ordinary conditions, oleo* 
margarine were allowed to com- 
pete v/ith our mixed farm prod- 
ucts, in addition to our imports 
from the Antipodes, it would 
deal a body blow to our great 
mixed farming population Im- 
materially reducing the number 
of cows kept. 

In a young debtor country, it 
has always been considered good 
business to protect our industries 
with tariffs, making it practical- 
ly impossible for farmers to im- 
port their needs on a competitive 
basis: The farmers* products 
usually are sold in the markets 
of the world without protection, 
and in the home markets on the 
same basis. The ban on oleo is 
about the only protection they 
have on any of their important 
products. 

It would be a back ward Step to 
allow the manufacture and sale 
of oleo in Canada. It would ma- 
terially affect the well-being of 
our farmers and might mean 
destroying an important part of 
our home market for our indus- 
try. Kven as it is today, young 
men do not want to work on the 
farms but seek positions in the 
cities, towns and villages where 
they feel the standards of pay 
and living will be higher.

out more often. In a man-to- 
man talk with his father recently, 
Henry confessed why he never 
felt like bringing *ny of his 
friends to he house: "Dad, you 

and Mom are both swell; but you 

are always, arguing about some- 
thing or other. It doesn't' bother 

me any more because I am used 
to it, but gosh, honestly, I bate to 
have the gang hear the two of 
you when you really get going." 

Unknown to Henry, one of his 
parents* main subjects for .con- 
tention, during the past three 
years, has been "why doesn't 
Henry bring his friends home 
anymore?" They often argued 
that subject into the wee hours 
of the morning. They were 
chronic arguers on all subjects. 
•Henry was downright ashamed 
of both of them when they 
argued. 

There are many, many reasons 
why young people don't bring 
their friends home. In -some in- 
stances, the friends arenH the 
kind one is especially proud to 
introduce to one's family circle. 
If this is the case, every effort 
should be made by the parents 
to provide suitable associates. 
Arrange a few parties, picnics, 
etc., and be sure to include the 
questionable friends. Perhaps 
they have been misjudged; in 
any event, they will extricate 
themselves, sooner or later, from 
the society in which they don't 
belong. 

Sometimes, parents arc too 
severe in their criticism of young 
people; and by their intolerant 
attitudes, even drive their own 
children elsewhere for congenial 
associations. A young person 
isn't knowingly going to subject 
his friends to possible insults 
from his parents. If parents 
want their own children and 
others around them, they must 
welcome them with an under- 
standing attitude. 

Young people may be ashamed 
of their own homes because they 
haven't servants and aren't as- 
well furnished, as clean or as 
neat as those of their friends. It 
this is the situation, perhaps 
these young people are living in 
a world of false pretenses. They 
are, indeed, if they aren't willing 
to exert themselves a little to 
make their own homes places o( 
which they can be proud. 

When yoitttg people don't 
bring their friends ho*r.e, they 
have a legitimate reason as far 
as they are concerned. To dis- 
cover the reason as soon as 
possible is very important — then 
do something about it immediate- 
ly. Time only widens the breach 
between the home and other 
social contacts.

The Brief submitted to the Royal Commission on Edu- 
cation by the inter-church committee on Protestant-Itoman 
Catholic relations was largely the work of Prof. Geo. A. 
Cornish. B.A., the executive secretary of the committee. It 
is usually referred to as the "Cornish Brief".

The Cornish Brief shows that this Koss bid for Human 
Catholic voles was out-bid by the Ferguson government 
in 1327 when the then premier and minister of education, 
Ci. Howard Ferguson, nullified regulation 17, "for say five 
years." and enabled these illegal "separate" schools to be 
turned into French-speaking schools. The Brief shows that 
French-speaking classrooms increased from 3(i2 in 1927 to 
Pi)2 in 1928, to 9S4 in K>30, to 1,07-4 fn 1931 and reached 
1.171 by 19 141 What a monument to the Ferguson govern- 
ment's treachery. (It had been elected on a platform of 
abolishing Fn-nch schools) 

3. The Present DREW Appeasement 
Policy is the Worst of All 

The worst blow to the public school system was still to 
come.

Mr. Drew out-bid them by offering 
to pav 50 percent. Mr. Hepburn In 1945 raised the bid to 
SKI percent and Premier Drew then went "up to 9j percent .
